Mrs, Franklin J, Hiner of 
Elba, recently received the 
Distinguished Flying Cross 
with one Oak |_eaf Cluster, 
Oak Leaf Clusters to the 
Bronze Star Medal and 
Furple Heart and 25 Oak 
Leaf Clusters to the Air 
Medal, which were pre- 
sented posthumously toher 
husband, Captain Hiner. 

Major John M, Wallace 
Ill, a flight commader in 
the Contact Flight Division 
of the Department of Rotary 
Wing Training, Ft. Rucker, 
presented the medals to 
Mrs. Hiner, whose husband 
was killed June 25, 1968 in 
Vietnam, CPT Hiner’s 
mother, Mrs, Anna Hiner of 
(2879 Monroe Blvd.) Oaden, 
Utah, also was present at 
the ceremony. 

While commader of a 10- 
ship formation on a combat 
assault northwest of Done 
Tam, Vietnam, on March,

FALL FERTILIZATION 
\pplying fertilizer in 
the fall for spring planted 
crops is not in general the 
best way of applying fert- 
ilizer in Coffee County. 
Some plant nutrients, es- 
pecially nitrogen, may be 
lost through leaching, 
There are conditions, how- 
ever, under which fall fert- 


ilizer is recommended in 
Coffee County. (1) Phos- 
phorus and potassium are 
recommended for legume- 
grass pastures in late 
summer or fall, (2) Ferti- 
lizer, including nitrogen, is 
recommended for fall and 
winter crops such as small 
&rains and tall fescue, (3) 
If a small grain crop is 
planted in the fall to be 
followed by peanuts in the 
spring, it is recommended 
that fertilizer for the 
spring planted peanuts be 
applied to the small grain 
crop in the fall, 


SOIL TESTING 

I can’t over emphasize 
the importance of soil test- 
ing for crops to be planted 
hext year, I want tostress, 
too, the value of fertilizing 
peanuts in advance, For 
example, where you will
